LY 
COMPLETED. 


ALL 
READY. 


To Be Formally Opened With Gre^t Fes­ 
tivities the First Week In June—It la 
Expected to BeTolntlontce the Com- 
meroe of Northern Kurope. 


I t is a big ditch t h a t the G e r m a n s are 
j u s t completing between B r u n s b u t t e l , on | 
t h e river Elbe, a 
few miles from t h e j 
N o r t h sea, a n d Kiel, on t h e B a l t i c b u t in 
some respects this oaual, although a very 
big one and destined to be of great impor­ 
tance both in t h e commercial and the na­ 
val future of Europe, is n o t so m u c h of a 
t h i n g as the canal now being d u g for t h e 
double purpose of c a r r y i n g away t h e sew­ 
age of Chicago and furnishing a m e a n s of 
navigation between t h e great lakes a n d 
t h e Mississippi. 


T h e Baltic canal is 69 miles long, while 
t h e Chicago canal proper Will reach only 
a b o u t 80 miles, b u t c o u n t i n g the improve­ 
m e n t s along t h e Illinois river t h a t Will 
virtually be a n extension of t h e n a v i g a b l e 
channel its total l e n g t h will be about 830 
miles. I n some places the German channel 
will be 838 feet wide a t t h e surface, but Its 
general w i d t h will be only 299 feet, while 
t h e general w i d t h of t h e Chicago ditch is 
806 feet at t h e surface In all b u t the rock 
cuttings, a n d Its w i d t h at the bottom is 
everywhere 160 feet, or considerably in ex­ 
cess of t h e bottom w i d t h of the oanal be­ 
tween B r u n s b u t t e l a n d Kiel. 
T h e cost of 
t h e Chicago canal will be s o m e w h a t great­ 
er t h a n t h a t of t h e G e r m a n one, jUBt bow 
m u c h will n o t be apparent, however, ac­ 
cording to all Amerfoan precedents, UDtil_| 
the work is oompleted.

Before 
t h e formal opening 
Kmperor William, in 
his yacht, followed liy n squadron of Ger­ 
m a n warships, will m a k e a tour of official 
inspection, a n d ovory nation in the world 
possessed of a navy worth m e n t i o n i n g will 
m a k e it a point to be represented by some 
of its very best ships. J u s t w h a t the Unit­ 
ed States will do In this direction has n o t 
yet been fully decided upon, and there has 
been considerable discussion as to how big 
our naval display shall be. 


Tho Importance of the new canal from 
every standpoint oan hardly be overesti­ 
mated. Whe n it Is flnishod, German men- 
of-war can pass from one sea to t h e other 
w i t h o u t 
sailing t h r o u g h 
forolgn waters, 
and it will then be possible quickly to con­ 
centrate t h e entire 
Gorman 
navy 
upon 
either tho north or tho west coast. T o t h e 
m e r c h a n t m a r i n e t h e new ohannel will be 
hardly less i m p o r t a n t . Tho saving in t i m e 
a n d 
distance will be very 
considerable. 
F o r ships plying betwocn the Baltio a n d 
points south of H u l l the new course will 
be 388 miles shorter 
t h a n t h e old one. 
B r e m e n ships will savo 833 miles a n d 
H a m b u r g 
ships 434, b u t a still 
greater 
gain will he m a d e in respeot of safety, for 
tho passage between J u t l a n d , the northern­ 
most pare of D e n m a r k and the Scandina­ 
vian 
peninsula, which is n o w t h e only 
available one for vessels In the Baltic sea 
trade, is counted one of the most danger­ 
ous In Europe, more t h a n 200 crafts being 
a n n u a l l y lost upon Its treacherous coasts. 


T h e new oanal stretches aoross the Prus­ 
sian province of Holsteln. 
A l o n g nearly 
Its entire course t h e soil is favorable to 
oanal building, a l t h o u g h in some places it 
has been found 
difficult to m a k e a good 
bed, because of boggy and m a r s h y ground. 
B.ut 
nowhere have t h e builders of this 
oanal encountered a n y suoh a b n o r m a l for­ 
m a t i o n s of land or rook or suoh r u s h i n g 
torrents as confronted 
those w h o under­ 
took t h e P a n a m a canal or suoh treaoher- 
ous sand a s had to be overcome by De Les- 
eep» in excavating t h e Suez canal. 
A t no 
place is the soil more t h a n 80 feet 
above 
tho sea level, a n d therefore it has n o t been 
necessary to construct looks a t any point 
excepting a t eaoh end. 


These locks form a very I m p o r t a n t a n d 
costly feature of t h e Baltic canal. 
Their 
construction has been necessary because of 
t h e differences between t h e tide levels of 
t h e t w o conneoted seas. 
T h e lock a t t h e 
Baltio end will n o t have to be used more 
t h a n 35 or 80 times a year, since the rise 
a n d fall of t h e tide upon the Baltio Is very 
s l i g h t 
T h e rise and fall of the N o r t h sea 
tide, however, is so great t h a t b u t for t h e 
look t h e depth of 
water in t h e c a n a l 
would vary from 10 t o 
feet. T h e lock 
a t B r u n s b u t t e l will therefore have to be 
k e p t olosed most of the time. 


T h e t w o looks a r e t h e largest in the 
world, with t h e exoeptlon of that at B r e m - 
erhaven, near t h e river Weser's 
mouth,. 
Eaoh consists of t w o ohambers, parallel 
and 
contiguous. 
Each obamber has an 
available length of 493 feet and a width of 
88 feet. 
Since tho N o r t h German Lloyds' 
largest t r a n s a t l a n t i c steamers are but 468 
feet long and 63 feet wide, and the largest 
Ironclad in the present German navy Is 
880 long and 64 feet wide, It will be seen 
that the lock oapocity is amply sufBolent 
for the largest craft that will bo called to 
pass through 
the canal, while 
several 
steamers and sailing ships of ordinary 
site can readily pass together. 


It w a s about 600 years ago that the 
scheme for this oanal was first broached, 
but It was not until 1878 that the first 
definite plans were made. 
For years after 
that the project languished on acoount of 
the opposition of the military authorities 
of the empire. 
B u t In 1886 the venerable 
Emperor William, Prtnoe Bismarck and 
General von Moltke eaoh gave adherence 
to the plan, and shortly thereafter tbe bill 
for tho canal's construction was passed by 
•ttfc relohstag. On J u n e 8, 1887, tbe work 
m i formally Inaugurated by tbe present 
emperor 
1 s grand father.

Lobanoff'a appointment will be pleasing 
at Borne, for he is particularly "persona 
grata" with the Vatican, as was shown 
last winter by bis being deputed person­ 
ally to convey to the pope the Intelligence 
that the ozar had breathed his last.
